The Newfoundland dog lakes his 
name from th«> island where he is 
siipposeil lo have originated. M.'iiiy, 
however, believe that the Norsemen 
who discovered America in the year 
loot), introduced this.dog into Sfew- 
foundland. lU' is by some cLassified 
among the wolf-dogs, while others, on 
account of Ins large ]>endulous ears, 
sav that he should not belong to this 
family, but that he and the St. Ber- 
nards should occupy a place by them- 
selves. 

The Newfoundland, says Jfarprr^s 
Yoitnn Peoph'y since his introduction 
in England, lias improved in 
appearance, and is now larger and 
heavier. In Newfoundland attd 
Labrador these dogs are used as 
beasts of burden, drawing consider- 
able loads of loads of wood and provi- 
sionson sletlgos. Their t'eet are partial- 
ly webbed, and thcMefore theyari> most 
exeollenl water dogs. Their scent is 
not strottg, and as the dog is slow and 
clumsy, he is not valuable to the 
hunter, oxcej)! as a retriever wIumi 
speed is not re<piired. 

In tho islanil of Newfoundland this 
dog is almost totally black, but the 
Knglisii varieties ai"e usually- black 
and white. As a watch-dog the New- 
foundland is only second to the ma^^- 
ttfT. lie is amiable to childien and 
small (b>gs. Kept in confinement lie 
often gets ei'oss and ill-tem|>(M'ed, and 
flies at those for whom he has previ- 
ously sliowli the greatest regard. 
Where a dog cannot be allowed to 
run, and must be chained n|>, the New- 
foundland* should not be kept. This 
dog is a great lifc-savej', and by 
instinct will jump into the water to 
save eyen an enemy from drowning. 



■IOW4>ON-rACi3KM'r,%inP$« AKE 
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Uncle Sam is beginning to print his 
own postage stamps at the Hureau of 
Kngraving and Printitig. The wheels 
iiave started, and before many d.ays 
the machines will be turning out tlie 
])arallelograni8 of red, blue, and green 
paper at a r.ate to supply the Post 
Office De]>artmont with the required 
forty million sheets per annum. 
Each sheet, ,is furnished to tho govern- 
ment, will consist of one hundred 
stam])s. The iirinting is done on 
ipieer looking presses, each of which 
pioiluees l.OOO stamps a minute, or 
about 1011,00(1 an hour. Each press 
has an endless chain that carries four 
plates, on which the designs of the 
stamps are engraved. On each 
plate 400 stain|>s are represented. 
The-sheets printed from these plates 
are intended to be cut into quarters 
eventually, in which shape they will 
be .sold by the J^ost Office l)oj)art- 
inent. K:ich plate is carried liy the 
endless chain first under an ink roller, 
from whieh it receives a coating of 
ink of the pro]>er color. Then it 
passes beneath a pad of canvas, which 
oscillates so as to rub the ink in. 
Next it patises for a moment under 
the hands of a man who jiolishes the 
|)lales. Finally, a sheefi of white 
pajier is laid upon tho plate, both 
pass under a roller, atul the sheet 
conies out 400 printed postage stamps. 

The plates revolve in a circle, as it 
were. More accurately speaking, 
they move aroinid the four sides of a 
square in a horizontal plane. While 
one is beitig inked, .another is being 
rubbed by the canvas, another is be- 
ing polished and the fourth is passing 
under tho printing roller. T'he cir- 
cuit takes about a miifuto, during 
which four sheets of 400 stamjis, each 
are printed, Tho most im])()rtant 
|);irt of the work, requiring the 
greatest skill, is the polishing. It is 
done with tlw baic IisMds, i.o other 
method being equally efficient The 
object is to leave exnclly enough ink 
for a good impression an'd no more. 
One girl lays the white paper sheets 
upon the plates, whil*- another young 
woman removes tlicni as fast .as they 
are printed and stacks them up in a 
|)ile. This process gives the results 
of handpress work. Half a dozen 
presses working together, each turn- 
ing out lOO.OOt) an hour, can pr<.)duce 
a good many millions in a day. 
Three hands are required for each 
press — the jirinter, who does the 
polishing, and two girls. The 
printer must account for every sheet 
of bl.ink paper that he receives. The 
sheets are counted in the wetting 
division before they are delivered to 
him. After they .ire printed they are 
counted before they aro sent to the 
ex:iminiiig division, wliere they are 
eotinfed again. Spoiled sheets are 
counted as carefully as perfect ones, 
tiecause they represent money. If 
lost or stolen, they could be tised. 
On each sheet appears tho special 
mark of the printer who fumed it 
out. An allowance of one and a half 
per cent is made !o him for spoilage. 
If he exceeds that allowance, he must 
pay for the extra loss at the actual 
cost of paper, ink and labor re- 
presented. This rule does not apply 
yet, for the presses are hardly ad- 
justed, and hundreds of sheets have 
been spoiled in ex^ieriments. 

If a sheet is lost, it must be traced 
back fo-the last person who handled 
it, and that individual will be required 
to pay face value for the stamps re- 
presented. If the j)orson responsible 
eannot be found, the division which 
last handled tho shoot must pay. No 
loophole is left for tho loss of a singU> 
one-cent stamp. After being ex- 
amined, the sheets are counted again 
and are put bet ween straw boards un- 
der a hydraulic press to make them lie 
flat. Thus they are counted more 
easily and can be made u]> into smaller 
bundles. Afl»'r undergoing this pro- 
cess they are counted once more and 
are sent down stairs to be gummed and 
perforated. For these purposes the 
Hiire.au of Kngraving has jiurcluised 
entirely new nuichinery, and the 
moans employed are more than ordi- 
narily interesting. The method of 
giimming in particular is a novelty, 
being wholly difTeront from that 
utilised hitherto in such work. It is 
mueh more rapid and efficient, and 
before long will doubtless supercede 
the old plan, which is even now ap- 
plied to tho gumming of cigarette 
stamps for tho internal revenue. Thl> 

tiaste is applied to the cigarette stamp 
>y hand witli brushes. .\s fast as 
they are gummed they are laid shoot 
by sheet on slatted frames, which are 
piled in stacks. The stacks are 
wheeled on trucks into a room, where 
they nre ]ilaced in front of electric 



fans, so that the cool air may dry 
thi>m. Hot air would accomplish the 
purpose more quickly, but it would bo 
hard on the workwomen. For this 
re;u»on the slower process is adopted. 
The now method will be an immense 
improvement in every way. 

The machines for this purjwse have 
just been set up. There are two of 
them, ex.actly alike, and one will do 
f«>r description, imagine a wooden 
box, nearly 90 feet long, 4 feet higli, 
and 3 feet wide. Froni end to end 
runs what might be taken for the skele- 
ton of aliough. This skeleton projects 
from the box for a few feet at either 
extremity. The box is traversed It^ 
two endless chains, running side by 
side two feet apart. Intooiie end the 
sheets of printed stamps arc fed one 
by one. As it is fed into the machine 
each sheet passes under a roller of a 
printing press, to vvhiolf a gum made 
of dextrine is sjowly supplied. The 
sheet takes up a coat of this mucilage 
on its lower side and is carried on by 
the endless chain through the long 
box. The box is a hot-air box, being 
heated by steam pipes. At the other 
end of il the sheets are delivered at 
the rate of eighteen a ininuto. Just 
one minute is required for a sheet to 
|)ass through the ln)x, and it is de- 
livered perfectly dry. The gummed 
sheets thus delivered are passed over 
to a long table, where girls pick them 
up in pairs, and placing the gummed 
sides togt'thcr. put them between lay- 
ers of strawboards. Arranged in this 
way they are plaee^ under a steam 
press to flatten them, the mucilage 
liaving caused them to curl somewhat. 
On coming out of tho press they are 
counted again, and now they go to 
the porfor.ating machines, that make 
the |)in-lioles by which it is easy to 
tear the stamps apart. 

The perforating machine is an ar- 
raugement of little wheels revolving 
parallel to each other and just far 
enough ajiart to make the perforations 
as one sees them in a sheet of finished 
stamps fresh bought at the post-oflice. 
After the perforations have been made 
.across the sheet one way by one 
machine, the sheet must pass through 
a second machine for the cross per- 
foration.s. In the middle of e.ach 
machine is a knife which cuts the 
sheet in two, so that the sheet of 400 
conies out of maohine No. 1 in two 
shoots of 200 each, and these are 
divided into four sheets of 100 each 
by the secoiul perforating machine. 
It is an old though not well Kutlien- 
ticated story that when the British 
government wished to discover a way 
to fear stamps apart it readfly of- 
fered $50,000 for an acceptable sugges- 
tion. A poverty-stricken but ingeni- 
ous Englishman proffered the notion 
of perforating the stamp sheets and 
received the fortune. The stamps 
are now done and only remain to be 
gone jver, inspectot^, connted and 
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would bo very costly. Ultramarine 
is not very expensive,' but it is too 
"strong," in the printer's phrase 
— that is to say, too dark. It used to 
be the costliest of colors, being made 
from the precious lapis lazuli. Hut 
in recent years chemists, having ana- 
lyzed the lapis lazuli, have produced 
in the laboratory a successful imitation 
of the color stuff. For making the 
ink the color powder is combined 
with linseed oil and ground between 
rollers. Each printer receives every 
morning his .illowance of ink, and 
sharp account is kept of every bit 
used. Uncle Sam will save about 
150,000 a year by printing his own 
post.agc stamps. Congress has given 
to the Hureau of Kiij^raving *16;^,000 
for this purpose for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. Out of this ap- 
]>ro])riation some machinery must be 
bought. The expense used to be 
|20S,000 per annum. Of course the 
government had nearly all of the 
required plant ready. " About fifty 
new people have had to be eng.aged 
to do the extra work. T'he plates 
used by the American Bank Note 
Company for printing the st.amps 
were the i)ro]>erty of tlie government.

Edward L. Youmans, whose " Class 
Hook of Chemistry" has been so long 
and favorably know ifi schools, and 
who will alwijys be remembered as 
"".*" «f the poineers in advanced 
scientific thought, w.as a man so cruelly 
hampered by "fate that one would tuh 
have been surprised had he done no 
.active work whatever. When a boy 
he suffertHl from inflamntation of the 
eyes, and the disease resulted in long, 
painful years of blindness which came 
ne.ir defeating all his pl.-ms of study. 
Ho was poor and .at times absolutely 
helpless, yet he never relinquished 
his determination to do some active 
work in tbe world. Like Henry Faw- 
cett, the blind Postmaster (General of 
Engl.and, he was determined thtrt his 
affliction should never conquer liim. 

One incident, of which he never 
spoke, shows resolve to enroll him- 
self in the ranks of more fortunate 
men, even to his own mortal peril. 
One day, during a period of .almost 
entire Idindness, he was j)icking his 
way along a city street which ran 
near a wharf, when he hoard a sudden 
splash in the water, accompanied bv 
cries for help. Instantly seieinga 
large chain which happened to bo 
within reach on the wharf, he lot 
himself down into the water, caught 
the drowning man, and kept bis he.ad 
above water until help came. It was 
miilwinter, and the fr(>ezing water 
brought on a violent fever which 
kept Mr. Youmans for throe months 
in a hospital. .Moreover, it was eight 
months before his sight could be

before being sent out. E.ach p.ick.agt 
of 100 sheets holds 10,000 stamps, of 
course. But stay 1 T'here are one or 
two more jireliminaries yet. After 
receiving the perforations tho sheets 
of one hundred are put under a press 
to ronioyo the "burrs" around the 
little holes, otherwise these would 
greatly incre.ase the thickness of a 
package. Then thoy are counted and 
are placed in steel-clad vaults, fronv 
which thoy are drawn as the Post 

them, 
not yet 
begun to furnisli stamps to the 
government, but il is all ready to do 
so. In ros]>onscto orders rooeivod 
from the Post OiKce Department, it 
will put tlie stamps up in (vackages, 
address them, to postmasters wiio 
require them and deliver tiiem at tho 
Post Oftlce at Washington for mailing. 
The Post Office Department now 
has an agency at the Bureau of Kn- 
gi-aving. When a postmaster wants 
stamps, he makes out a requisition upon 
the department. The latter will i-om- 
miinioate with its agent in the bui-eau 
overy day for as many stamps as he 
requires to fill the orders thus transmit- 
tod to him. All this business used to 
be done in New York City, where the 
stani]! agent received tho stamps from 
the American Hank Note Company in 
bulk, his business being to put them 
up in packages and send them off by 
mail. The inks used for |>rinting the 
stamps are manuf.aotured at *he Bureau 
of Engraving. The materials are 
bought in tbe shape of dry colors and 
linseed oil. The colors come in the 
sha|)e of powders.

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ing. Of the comparative success at- 
tained in special cases, we have no- 
thing more to say, than that the 
exception is not the rule. The pub- 
lic should not be coached to understand 
that in every case where a deaf-mute 
can not talk and read the lips, it 
denotes either mental deficiency or 
neglected edacation. The most 
scholarly deaf men in this country 
are not found among expert lip- 
readers, and although many of them, 
being semi-mutes, can talk and catch 
a few words from the lips occasion- 
ally, still a large proportion of the 
highly educated can neither speak nor 
read speech. It was recently stated 
that Helen Keller could distinguish 
colors by the sense of touch. It is 
irajjossible to conceive of such won- 
derful accomplisJiment ; but if it is 
really a fact, the public should not 
denounce the methods in institutions 
for the blind if th?y fail to teach the 
pupils to distinguish colors. Pro- 
bably the explanation in the Mirror 
of how a blind girl could select beads 
of diflFerent colors, may apply in 
Helen Keller's case. She may not 
have pin-heads to guide her, but 
slight variations in the texture of 
the material may be the solution. 
We know a blind man who can tt^ll 
the different denominations of our 
piper currency by sense of toaoh. 
Being skeptical of his ability, ho de- 
monstrated it. It was very puzzling 
until he explained that, after being 
instructed which was a one, two, five, 
or ten-dollar bill, he folded each in a 
slightly different way, and then it 
was an easy matter to t«;ll which was 
which by the fold. 

The oralists are doing good work, 
and every right-minded deaf man or 
woman is in full sympathy with their 
efforts U> give to the deaf children 
the blessed boon of speech and the 
valuable acquisition of liiJ-reading, in 
<i\iiT'^ case where it can be done with- 
out sacrifi'!ing their mental develop- 
ment. It is always ultra-oralism that 
is opposed, which endeavors to make 
the child fit the method, instead of 
making the method fit the child. The 
spirit entertained by the deaf towards 
oral t^'aching is liberal indeed. The 
written opinions of the educated deaf 
all go to form convincing evidenoe 
that they desire to concede, and that 
they do concede a full measure of merit 
to oral teaching. But they dispute 
most vehemently the claims bordering 
upon the marvelous that appear with 
fteriodical regularity in the great 
dailies of our large cities. Such vision- 
ary vaporings as Dr. Miller has lately 
been foisting n\n)x\ a trusting public, 
are certainly calculaU;d to stir up feel- 
ings of indignation and resentment, 
and no one should misunderstand the 
storm of protest to mean that the 
writers are warring upon the legiti- 
mate work of teaching speech and 
speech-reading.

It was said in one of our dailies 
that over five hundred people as- 
sembled on th<! groundK of Mt. Airy 
Institution for tlu; Deaf last Saturday 
vvitli the view of witnessing a foot 
ball match between the .Vlt.

trolley ear tracks. 

Last evening, after having- paid bin 
fatherly visit to his three children at 
tin; Mount Airy Institution, .lolin M 
RoVib rode down from Mt, Airy for 
this city and got out at VVayni 
Junction, but was all of a sudden 
struck <lown and run over by a wagon. 
He got a scalp cut and one rib broken 
and other injuries, and was taken tothf 
Episcopal Hospital at ad and Lehigh 
Avenue, where he is now under treat- 
ment. The driver was arrested.

On the 1st of this month, there 
passed aw,ay one of the greatest 
char.acters among the deaf-mutes of 
of New York City. The well-known, 
slender, tall and cheerful figure of 
Mr. David Ballin will never bo seen 
among us again on this side of 
life*. 

lie was born on the 17th of May, 
IH28, near Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
(Jcrinany. He lo.st his hearing by 
scarlet fever in infamry. He went to 
school, where pure-oral system was 
employed, for a few years, and was 
imme.fliately ajiprenticed to a lithogra- 
pher when 15 years old. The taste 
for the beautiful in art seems to have 
run through the family for generations 
and he showed his talents in this 
direction early. His family jirizes 
highly a beautifully executed drawing 
from life of his mother, that he made 
when 10 years old. 

In IH.'iO, \\i\ emigrated to the United 
States in a sailing vessel, which took 
two months to make the voyage, lie 
could not speak a single English word, 
but the high standard of his skill as 
an engraver, was recognized, and ho 
found no difficulty in obtaining 
em|)loym6nt the day after landing. 
As a matter of fact, he was never in 
voluntarily idl(\ a single day during 
the 44 years he MvimI here. There are 
many jieople now living, who re- 
member him as a handsome, well- 
built man, full of life and enthusiasm 
siiKie tlu! early fifties. Whatever, 
his faults — who ever had none? — he 
was highly esteemed for his spotless 
integrity, kind heart and imlustry. 
He was ever a shining exam[)le of the 
pOH.sibilities a man could aecom|)lish 
handieappeil .as lu? was by deafness. 
lie married and brought up a familv 
in (romfort and luxury, giving Ins 
children the best education attain- 
able. 

His oldest ^oii went through 
college and with his father's assistance 
stMrted and built up one of the largest 
lithographing establishments in 
America, before hi.s death six years 
ago. 

His second son, the deaf-mute, re- 
ceived many benefits of art education 
through his bounty. Now he is a 
married man and a father, with a 
fairly-established reputation .as an 
artist. His third and last child, a 
daiif»ht<'r, is an a(;complished musician, 
linguist, and a happy motluu- of two 
briyht boys, 'living in Washington, 
D. C. His f.amily hns the gratifica- 
tion of knowing now that his merits 
were highly ajipreciated by their 
nnmeivms friends as ('Xiiressed in 
h'tters, telegrams, and in person. 

In the eventide of his life, he grew 
prematurely weak and declined so 
rapidly that he was compelled to stay 
in the house almost all the past 
Niimmer and fall. The doctors diag 
nosed the case as pulmonary oon- 
sum|)tioii. His fankily withhehl the 
news from him, but h<! seemed to Vie 
conscious that his days were drawing 
to their end rapidly, and he .awaited 
the advent |)atiently and cheerfully 
TIm! last monili he was conliiifd to his 
be<l never to arise, but to awake in 
another country from wliose bourne 
no traveler returns. At three o'clock 
in the morning, he breathed his Last 
painlessly and peacefully.

Two years ago l.ast September the 
Alumni decided to take active me.as- 
J'lire's whereby the aged and infirm 
deaf of Ohio should not by reasons of 
misfortune.be compelled to end their 
declining Jean* amid snrrouiuliugs, 
such as are found in infirmaries anel 
jioor houses, but in a home made 
cheerful by those who can converse 
with them in their language', where 
home comforts could be bestowed up- 
on them. Such a place has now been 
stH'ured. 

The iStnte Journal of Sunday last 
srives the following particulars of the 
project :—

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AN IjrXEBESTINO SKETCH OF THE POBT- 
LANIJ DEAF SCHOOL. 

CXn February, 1876, Mr John B. 
Hudson, the artist, living in this city, 
began theatteinptto establish a school 
for the deaf in Portland. Obtaining 
the names of all the deaf here through 
the scholars of the public schools, Mr. 
Hudson visited them and the result 
was eight of age to attend school. 
Writing a petition that an oral school 
similar to the one in Boston be 
established, and getting the parents 
of two children to sign it, on .March 
27th he presented it to the school 
committee. 

April .S, 1876, Miss Carolyn 
Hudson, daughter of Mr. J. 
Hudson, took jiart in a public 
hibition of visible speech given 
Dr. Hell, before the school teachers 
of Boston. May 29th the s(!hool com- 
mittee voted in favor of establishing 
a school for the deaf in P<.rtlaiid. 

Oct. 29th, \)T. Hill, a member of the 
school committee, called with -Miss 
Mary True, the teacher of the school 
for the deaf. 

Oct. .30th, school for the deaf opened 
with four scholars: Carolyn -M. 
Hudson, Marie Campbell, and Henry 
B. Harden of this city, and George 
Carsley, of New Gloucester. 

January 21, 1879, Mr. Hudson went 
to Augusta to represent the city in 
regard to the paying for tuition of 
'.(•liolars in the school for the deaf, by 
ilii~ State. He met the committee on 
education. Some time previous to this 
he had, by the request of the mayor 
of the city, looked up the law in re- 
gard to the education of the deaf by 
this State. This l.iw was made in 
1820, and had es|M;cial reference to 
the American school for the deaf at 
Hartford, Conn., and read: "Indigent 
deaf-mutes." Mr. Hudson drew up a 
bill asking that scholars be allowed to 
attend the Portland school for the 
deaf or the American school at H-arl- 
ford, as their parents should desire, 
and that the form of application for 

the State aid should read : " Mr. 

's daughter, being deaf, is not 

able to attend the public school." 
He asked that the Portland school re 
ceive the same pay for each scholar as 
was paid to the American school. 
This bill was put into the hands of 
Hepresentative Dana, who presented 
it and it was referred to the com- 
mittee on education. 

After Mr. Hudson had presented 
the case to the c<jmmittee, they_ voted 
to send the scholars to Portland. 

Miss Mary True was' the first 
principal of the Portland school and 
afterward the late Miss Ellen L. Bar- 
ton. Miss Elizabeth It. Taylor is 
now the principal, and is in great 
earnest. All wish her success.— 
Portland, Me., Tiumh, Oct. 28.
